designed to stabilize the prices of 
farm products in the United States 
or stave off threatened industrial de- 
pression is no more than a "quack" 
remedy, Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president »ftf Columbia University, 
today told Tresident-elect Harding. 


Like Herbert Hoover, who hardly a 


week ago gave the President-elect a 
similar view, Dr. Butler, speaking as 
an expert economist, professed to see 
only sheer futility in the various pro- 
posals to lend the farmer money to 
hold their grain for higher prices and 
extend credits to manufacturers to 
hoard their goods in hope of better 
markets. According to Dr. Butler, 
such a procedure amounts merely to 
pyramiding, of commodities against 
a certain day of reckoning. 


The solution for the American pro- 


ducer, either farmer or Manufactur- 
er, aa Dr. Butler views it, is in wider 
markets. He believes the credits 
should go to the consumers of Europe 
**> absorb American products ratlie'- 
than be applied at home for a temp- 
orary holding campaign. 


"Some persons," said Dr. Butler, 


do not seem to realize that our most 
important domestic problems and our 
International problems are two as- 
nects of one and the same thing. 
Quack remedies for the distress of 
our fanners, cotton planters and 
manufacturers will not avail so long 
as tt»1 economic situation remains 
what it is in Europe, particularly in 
the countries of central and south- 
eastern Europe.

In alt caws of "pin*' 
eye" or other forms of ,conjunctlvltla 
care should be taken not to allow the 
discharge to get on t^fets, napkins or 
other article* which- might be tha 
mentis of transferring the disease to 
other*.

Eye drops or 
eye wnsnes should not''he used unlesa 
prescribed by a physician.
